“Before this, 1 was a member of the City 
Cou ncil of my hometown and at one time a 
member of the board of edu cation for the dis­ 
trict in which Iliv e.” 
This introdu ction was giv en by State Sen. 
Dav id Shap iro, R-Amboy , a candidate for re- 
election. 
“I hav e attemp ted to condu ct this cam­ 
p aign to p resent my self to v oters and to let 
them ju dge me on p ast p erformance," de­ 
clared the senator. 
“We mu st work to re-establish the p eop le’s 
confidence in p u blic officials," asserted Sen. 
Shap iro, noting, “It will not be accomp lished 
ov ernight." 
The Amboy senator su ggested p ositiv e 
step s hav e been taken to restore the p u blic’s 
confidence in their rep resentativ es by the 
ethics camp aign disclosu re legislation. 
“More mu st be done,” commented Shap i­ 
ro, “We need laws limiting the amou nt of 
camp aign ex p enditu res. 
“We need to make it an eq u al basis for ev ­ 
ery one to ru n for p u blic office," he continu ed. 
“1 believ e Gov . Dan Walker has done ju st 
as mu ch as any one to make the p u blic distru st 
p u blic officials. 
“He camp aigned on many issu es and I do 
not mean what ap p eared in newsp ap ers 
where he has sometimes claimed he was mis­ 
q u oted, bu t I hav e his p osition p ap ers issu ed 
du ring his camp aign for gov ernor in which he 
called for p ension fu nding and cu tting ex ­ 
p enses bu t he has not deliv ered on any of 
these p romises.

Other issu es which hav e been raised are 
way s to redu ce real estate tax es and increase 
aid to local schools. 
“We hav e made rap id imp rov ement in the 
amou nt of state money being retu rned to aid 
local p u blic schools," noted the senator. 
“The resou rce eq u alizer formu la shou ld 
bring the state contribu tion of fu nds to 50 p er 
cent of the cost of op erating local p u blic 
schools in a few y ears," observ ed Shap iro. 
“When the state resou rces increase to 
more than 50 p er cent of the real estate tax es 
being u sed for financing local edu cation, I fa­ 
v or to start mandating that dollars sent back 
be u sed to redu ce the real estate tax rate," he 
asserted. 
He ex p lained how this wou ld work: “Say 
the schools sp end $2 and 80 cents of this is p ro­ 
v ided by the state and $1.20 by real estate tax ­ 
es. 
“Then the state increases its contribu tion 
to $1 in a two-y ear p eriod and the real estate 
tax es p rov ide $1 and now the state p ay s 50 p er 
cent and real estate tax es p ay 50 p er cent. 
“For the third y ear, the state has enou gh 
money to p ay $1.10 and the 10-cent increase 
will be u sed to redu ce the lev y of real estate 
tax es to p rodu ce 9 0 cents. 
“One dollar of the $1.10 will go to the edu ­ 
cation fu nds and the 10 cents will redu ce the 
dollars needed to be raised by real estate tax ­ 
es which will begin to redu ce the rate."

The senator p redicted, “If it is not man­ 
dated that state aid retu rned which is more 
than 50 p er cent of the amou nt req u ired to be 
p rodu ced by real estate tax es, and is u sed to 
redu ce local tax es, there 'v ill nev er be a re­ 
du ction in real estate tax rates. 
“The state has trip led the amou nt re­ 
tu rned to aid local schools in the last fiv e 
, y ears from $400 million to more than $1 bil­ 
lion," rep orted the senator. 
He observ ed that du ring the y ears of this

Mag ruder sticks to story 
Mitchell okayed plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For­ 
mer Nix on camp aign aide Jeb 
Stu art Magru der stu ck by his 
story today that John N. Mit­ 
chell had ap p rov ed a p olitical 
intelligence p lan that led to the 
Watergate break-in.

RichardM. Nix on’s p residential 
re-election committee — has 
said Mitchell ap p rov ed the p o­ 
litical intelligence p lan. 
Under cross-ex amination by 
Cacheris, Magru der, the third 
p rosecu tion witness in the Wa­ 
tergate cov er-u p trial, said that

M i t c h e l l 
asked:“Cou ldn’t we delay the 
p lan?" 
Magru der said after he cited 
increasing interest in the p lan 
from the White Hou se, “I hav e 
a recollection of Mr. Mitchell 


say ing to me, not in an enthu ­ 
siastic way — it was nev er an 
enthu siastic ap p rov al — some­ 
thing like, go ahead and giv e 
them the $250,000 and let’s see 
what they come u p with." 
The start of today ’s session 
was delay ed nearly one hou r by 
a conference in U.S. District 
Ju dge John J. SiricS’s office at­ 
tended by p rosecu tion and de­ 
fense lawy ers. None of the p ar­ 
ticip ants wou ld say what the 
meeting concerned.

Defense attorney s indicated 
Wednesday that their cross ex ­ 
amination of Magru der wou ld 
take a fu ll day . The nex t p rose­ 
cu tion witness is schedu led to 
be Robert Reisner, Magru der’s 
assistant at the re-election com­ 
mittee.* 
Cacheris focu sed his q u estion­ 
ing of Magru der on the former 
camp aign aide’s admitted p er­ 
ju ry on nu merou s occasions be­ 
fore he began coop erating with 
p rosecu tors in Ap ril 1973, and 
on his u se of $6 ,000 in re-elec­ 
tion committee fu nds. 
Cacheris drew from Magr­ 
u der confirmation that he had 
told FBI agents Ap ril 19, 1973, 
that p rior to the Ju ne 17, 1972, 
break-in “y ou had not receiv ed 
one dime from the committee 
to re-elect the p resident other 
than salary ." 
He admitted also telling the 
agents that after the break-in 


he had tried for “self p re­ 
serv ation” to accu mu late as 
mu ch money as p ossible from 
the committee. 
Magru der 
ap p arently

cu mu lated $6 ,000 in committee 
fu nds for p ossible u se to p ay le­ 
gal fees. Bu t when the com­ 
mittee p icked u p some of the 
fees he retu rned the money . 
Cacheris cited sev eral occa­ 
sions on which Magru der had 
lied u nder oath and each time 
asked him if he had been 
charged with p erju ry by the 
sp ecial Watergate p rosecu tors. 
Magru der, who p leaded gu ilty 
Au g. 16, 19 73, to a single cou nt 
of consp iracy to obstru ct ju s­ 
tice and p romised to coop erate 
with the p rosecu tors, rep lied 
that he had not been charged 
with p erju ry . 
“Is that p art of y ou r arrange­ 
ment with the sp ecial Water­ 
gate p rosecu tors?" asked Cach­ 
eris. 
"Yes, sir," rep lied Magru der, 
who cu rrently is serv ing a 10 
months to fou r y ears sentence 
in p rison.

To the Editor: 
Next Tuesday we will vote on a 
rather obscure but 
important 
amendment to our state constitu­ 
tion. This “ blue ballot” will limit the 
governor’s amendatory veto powers 
to technical corrections. He will no 
longer be able to rewrite legislation 
in any substantive manner. 
I believe this to be a worthwhile 
improvement to our new state con­ 
stitution. Keep in mind that the gov­ 
ernor had no amendatory powers 
whatsoever until they were granted 
to him in 1970 by the new constitu­ 
tion. 
Having served on the convention 
committee that drafted this provi­ 
sion, it was our intent that the gover­ 
nor would not be able to rewrite leg­ 
islation in any sweeping form. We 
recognized that bills at times are 
Hawed and in need of technical cor­ 
rections. The amendatory veto al­ 
lows the governor to make these 
changes, and, if accepted by a sim­ 
ple majority of the Lesislature, to 
become law. It is no longer neces­ 
sary to reintroduce a bill and work it 
through the regular channels to cor­ 
rect a flaw. For this reason the 
amendatory veto is good. 
The problem is that both Gover­ 
nor Ogilvie and now Governor Walk 
er have gone far beyond the intent of 
our convention and wrote major re­ 
visions into various bills. They then 
must be accepted or rejected by the 
Legislature without the benefit of 
committee hearings or a chance to 


amend the new bill. It is my teeling 
that this places too much power in 
the hands of the governor and is an 
invation of the legislative process. 
I urge a “ yes” vote on the blue 
ballot.

Dairy Cap Corp. of Jamaica, 
N.Y., has brought out a device it 
claims makes standard metal or 
plastic screw-on caps for bottles and 
jars tamperproof. 
The device, called “ Protecto- 
Cap,” is a plastic ring which snaps 
on over the conventional screw cap 
Since it is impossible to turn the 
screw cap with the ring on it (the 
ring slips), the overcap provides vis­ 
ual proof that the undercap has not 
been removed. To open a jar or bot­ 


tle with a screw cap, a consumer 
must first remove the overcap by 
stripping away a molded pull tab. 
The protecto-Cap won’t, 
of 
course, stop people from opening 
jars in stores if they want to. But it 
will prevent others from unwittingly 
purchasing a product that somebody 
else has stuck his finger or nose into.

The mood of central America at the 
first post-Watergate election is best 
described as moody. 
The great shock is no longer fu­ 
ture, it is past, but Midwesterners 
will be long forgetting the time when 
the neverending reports of a collaps­ 
ing government once emanated 
from Washington—where the actors 
really spoke English and really 
knew Peoria existed. 
Moods range from both extremes 
with a surprising few falling in the 
middle. Some say it’s time to turn 
the government inside out—all 
reigning politicians share the blame 
and should be removed. Some say 
Watergate confirms lifelong suspi­ 
cions, and they have now lost what 
faith they had in the system’s ability 
to cure itself. And some say their 
mood changes from one of these ex­ 
tremes to the other as fast as days 
change. 
The farmer suffered through a 
season as unparalleled as the hap­ 
penings in Washington. With politi­ 
cians and experts promising highest 
prices for record efforts, he opened 
his lands like never before. But 
spring rains, summer drought and 
fall frost have made him think in 
terms of patterns—not particulars. 
“ I always remember seasons,” 
said one man of the dirt, “ and I ’ll al­ 
ways remember Watergate when I 
tell my grandkids, because that was 
the worst season I ever seen.” 
Some see Watergate as optimis­ 
tically as they can—a small sore re­ 
moved from a healthy body. Others 
see Watergate as the first external 
sign of a long-festering inside can­ 
cer. But despite their view, it still 
sickens them. 
And the politician trying to push 
his message across is finding the re­ 
ception unclear. Democrats, who 
just three months before the election 
were itching to hit the campaign 
trail, have found that people have 
heard enough. And they’ve found 
that people are well aware that the 
unbiased nature of fate picked the 
loyal opposition to hold up as an ex­ 
ample, that the horse was bound to 
bolt, caring little which party held 
the reins. 
Republicans find themsevles joy­ 
lessly spending less time than ex­ 
pected explaining Watergate and 
painfully spending more time an­ 
swering detailed questions and com­ 
ments on the economy. Incum­ 
bents—be they Republican or Demo­ 
crat—find 
themselves 
running 
scared. 
All feel an inner swelling of senti­ 
ment in the populace, but how—or 
if—that swelling manifests itself on 
election day is causing more than 
the normal share of sleepless nights. 
It once played very well indeed in 
Peoria, but reviews now range from 
mixed to malicious. Never before 
has a play closed like this in the mid­ 
dle of an act, and the number of pa­ 
trons who’ll demand their money 
back will be the final judgment.

Looking fo r an o th er HST

(N EA )— In 1955, Harry S. Truman 
asserted, “ There is enough in the 
world for everyone to have plenty to 
live on happily.” Nearly 20 years 
later, the people of the 33rd Presi­ 
dent’s native Jackson County long 
for such assurance. 
Of the Jackson Countians ques­ 
tioned, 90 per cent reported that 
their main concern now is the econo­ 
my, and what can be done to assure 
“ enough for everyone.” 
“ Prices 
have to come down” and “ We can’t 
wait any longer to stop inflation” are 
common denominators, but opinions 
vary as to how the economy should 
be healed, and at whose expense. 
President Ford’s proposal to tax 
yearly incomes of $7,500 or more per 
single person and $15,000 or more 
per family is not popular with Jack­ 
son Countians. Some opponents of 
the plan feel that the tax should be 
preceded by a revision of govern­ 
ment spending: “ They should re­ 
evaluate how they’re spending our 
money before they ask us for more of 
it.” Others maintain that the tax is 
“ starting too low,” and that the mid­ 
dle income group “ has been taxed to 


death already.” “ There’s welfare 
for the poor, and loopholes for the 
rich, but nothing for us in the mid­ 
dle,” one woman lamented. 
Only days after the surtax was 
proposed, residents had plenty of us­ 
es for its revenue. They frequently 
suggested public education, local 
government, the national debt, sen­ 
ior citizens’ benefits and mass tran­ 
sit development as worthy recip­ 
ients. 


As little as they like the income 
surtax, Jackson Countians could of­ 
fer no heal-alls of their own for the 
economy. Stopgap suggestions 
ranged from stiffening controls on 
welfare and bringing home Ameri­ 
ca’s foreign aid dollars to revamp­ 
ing the tax system and imposing a 
five per cent gasoline tax. The ma­ 
jority, however, were against levy­ 
ing such a tax, and applauded Ford’s 
decision not to impose the surtax 
yet. 
Of the few residents not primari­ 
ly concerned with the economy, 
most said they were “ still worried” 
about Watergate, its causes and ef­ 
fects. Unlike the majority who want­ 
ed to “ put it all behind us,” these few 


were not satisfied with what they 
considered sketchy disclosures of 
“ what really happened,” and were 
disgusted with Ford’s pardon of Nix­ 
on: “ How can you pardon someone 
when you don’t even know what 
for?” 
His sudden pardon was the single 
strike against Ford, most residents 
felt; otherwise, they were satisfied 
with Ford, and with what he had 
done so far. They spoke approvingly 
of his “ straightforwardness,” “ can­ 
dor” and “ down-home talk—if it’s 
not just talk” ; but most would not 
pledge to support him in 1976: “ We’ll 
have to see who else comes along.” 


Any candidate who ‘‘comes 
along” this November or two years 
from now will face a demanding 
constituency here. Jackson County 
voters want leaders with new ideas, 
good economic heads and a concern 
for “ the common man” ; the candi­ 
date they support must be “ totally* 
interested in getting this country go­ 
ing again.” 
“ I think all we want is somebody 
honest—if we can find anyone,” 
mused one resident. “ Maybe an­

Career-minded women might 
well consider the field of chemistry. 
For the first time, reports Chemical 
& Engineering News, female gradu­ 
ates with a B.S. degree in chemistry 
or chemical engineering are receiv­ 
ing higher starting salaries than 
male graduates. 
The publication predicts that 
women’s median starting salary in 
1974 will climb to 105 per cent that of 
men.

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Army prepares to fight birds

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army has a new enemy with 14 
million airborne troops — a 
noisy horde of blackbirds roost­ 
ing in a pine grove. 
The birds are flocking to the 
pine forests of Ft. Campbell, 
Ky. , and the Milan Army Am­ 
munitions Plant in Tennessee 
as they have in previous au­ 
tumns, but this year the Army 
is preparing a fight to the fin­ 
ish. 
A Pentagon spokesman said 
Tuesday the Army plans to 
spray the birds with a deter­ 
gent that will remove the natu­ 
ral oil from their feathers. The 
oil protects the birds from in­ 
clement weather, and when the 
temperature drops below 45 de­ 


grees the birds will die from 
the cold. 
The Environmental Defense 
Fund says there are more hu­ 
mane ways of handling the 
problem, but does not dispute 
the need to get rid of the esti­ 
mated 14 million blackbirds. 
Maureen Hinkle, a pesticides 
expert at the environmental or­ 
ganization, suggested that the 
Army set up a large funnel 
near the resting grounds with a 
light at the end of the funnel. If 
the light is turned on in the 
middle of the night, the birds 
will fly directly into it, killing 
themselves instantaneously as 
they strike the lens, she said. 
The birds, mostly starlings,

LEW ISTO W N , 111. (A P ) - 
Tlie American Society of Civil 
Engineers this year gave its 
top engineering award to a 
sewage sludge recycling project 
in Fulton County, but now state 
officials are saying the project 
smells. 
And they’re planning a con­ 
ference of key environmental 
experts next month to see what 
can be done about it. 
For months some county resi­ 
dents have been complaining 
about odors from the sludge 
recycling project, operated by 
the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis­ 
trict 
of 
Greater 
Chicago 
(M SD ). A number of organ­ 
izations filed a $1 million suit 
last March seeking to halt the 
program. 
Now the state Environmental 
Protection Agency says it has 
studied odor complaints from 
May through August and con­ 
cluded that there’s good reason 
for them. 
“ The analysis basically deter­ 
mined that the complaints were 
valid and that the sludge oper­ 
ation for spraying and storage 
constitutes a nuisance,’’ said 
John McGuire, the governor’s 
assistant for environmental af­ 


fairs, in a telephone interview 
Tuesday. 
Basically, the MSD operation 
involves applying a processed 
sluge to abandoned strip mine 
land in an effort to enrich the 
soil. 
Dr. Richard H. Briceland, 
E P A director, said his agency’s 
study 
compared 
complaints 
with wind direction and recycl­ 
ing activities to see which com­ 
plaints were credible. Between 
80 and 90 per cent were, he 
said. 
“ We believe there is justifica­ 
tion at this point for registering 
a valid nuisance violation,’’ 
Briceland said. “ Whenever this 
happens we try to sit down with 
the people involved and have 
what we call a compliance con­ 
ference.” 
McGuire said the conference 
would try to hammer out solu­ 
tions to the problem, and would 
involve representatives of the 
federal E P A , Fulton County 
Board and Health Board, the 
MSD and county residents. 
The E P A has suggested that 
the sanitary district stop spray­ 
ing the sludge and inject it into 
the soil instead, Briceland said. 
The E P A also proposed the 
MSD end use of its sludge stor­ 
age lagoons within two years 


and take immediate steps to 
control their smell. 
State officials stressed that 
these were only suggestions 
and the E P A was open to work­ 
able alternatives. Jam es Hal- 


derson, an M SD agricultural 
engineer, said that if the E P A 
plan were followed the project 
would have to be drastically re­ 
vamped. 
So far recycled sludge from 


the Chicago area has been 
spread on about 1,000 acres in 
Fulton County. The MSD owns 
9,500other acres, is buying 5,000 
more and all of this is expected 
to be spread with the sludge.

D EAR REA D ER - There 
are many commercial interests 
in the health field. There are 
also 
a 
lot 
of 
completely 
unqualified people and plain 
quacks pouring out a steady 
stream of misinformation to the 
public. I agree the public has 
ample reason to be confused. 
The best I can tell you is to 
look to the person’s qualifica­ 
tions or the qualifications of the 
source he quotes. As a case in 
point, the article advising 
lecithin you sent is based on 
ignorance. It is true, however, 
that cakes and cookies can be a 
source of fat and cholesterol. 
Years ago it was shown that 
you could inject lecithin into the 
bloodstream and it helped to 
clear the fats and cholesterol in 
the blood. Note that it was in­ 
jected into the blood, not 
swallowed. 
In fact, our own body man­ 
ufactures lecithin to put into the 
bloodstream 
for 
these 
pur­ 
poses It is manufactured from 
different basic food blocks. 
Now that is far different from 
swallowing things. Lecithin 
that is swallowed, not injected 
into 
the 
bloodstream, 
is 
digested and never absorbed

mendation of a broad group of 
well-recognized 
scientists, 
including 
physicians 
and 
nutrionists. 
Their 
recom­ 
mendations should be consid­ 
ered as from the best available 
source, as opposed to some 
untrained 
individual’s 
un­ 
scientific opinion 
We have no method to control 
the kind of material printed and 
available to the public, as we do 
in the control of products, such 
as foods and drugs. That is the 
problem 
Within the medical 
profession and associated dis­ 
ciplines, 
we 
have 
scientific 
journals. To publish something 
in these the article must be 
reviewed 
by 
a 
competent 
editorial board. 
For this reason you will not 
read in these journals on 
nutrition or biochemistry or 
circulation any statement like 
you sent to me. The board will 
recognize at once the errors in 
such statements, and it will be 
rejected. Unfortunately, we 
have no way of doing this 
outside our scientific journals. 
To do so would involved a form 
of censorship that might be 
worse.

County Board in 1972 I strongly 
advocated and voted to cut the 
County Board membership to 
about 10 members, however the 
membership will remain as is 
until 1980 or until another offi­ 
cial census is taken. 
“ Raise the daily care rate to 
$22 per day. 
“ Individual townships should 
pay the difference between 
what the private pay patients 
and the Illinois Department of 
Pu b lic Aid reim burses the 
county for care of the people in 
the Lee County Nursing Home 
from their townships.” 
Since the voters of Lee Coun­ 
ty passed the referendum for 
the Lee County Nursing Home, 
and because the State of Illinois 
has not yet lived up to their 
promise of paying their fair 
share of the costs for all Illinois 
Department of Public Aid resi­ 
dents, a promise made prior to 
the building program, I cannot 
believe that any citizen of the 
county would object to such a 
small levy. Information recent­ 
ly received from the Federal 
Government states it is manda­ 
tory that, in our case, the State 
of Illinois Department of Public 
Aid, pay their share of the costs 
for Public Aid residents, before 
1976. 
In view of that ruling, the 
small levy for the taxpayer 
would exist for not more than 
two years, and 
I would favor the continued 
subsidy 
from 
the 
County 
General Fund. 
. . issue regarding reading 
per diem pay for County Board 
members at the regular meet­ 
ing of the Board . . 
I find no quarrel with reading 
the per diem at the monthly 
meetings. Your remarks that 
“ double dipping” does take 
place in other counties and 
could exist in Lee County lead 
me to believe that with the 
reading of the per diem of each 
member this situation could be 
avoided.

In reply to questions present­ 
ed in your letter of Oct. 16, I 
would first like to qualify my 
answers by stating they are my 
views after participating as a 
new member of the present 
term of the board and a new 
member of the finance commit­ 
tee for the past two years plus, 
which included three annual 
budget sessions. 
First, I do not favor giving 
the board chairman the powers 
suggested by Mr. Fraza nor the 
hiring of an administrative as­ 
sistant The county is presently 
operating under the committee 
system and while it has obvious 
defects, it also has benefits and 
protective features for the pub­ 
lic. Until such time as the pub­ 
lic sees fit to change the form of 
county government I would fa­ 
vor trying to improve the pres­ 
ent system and a closer scruti­ 
ny of all committee work by the 
chairman and board members 
Second, the present county 
nursing home was sold to the 
people of I>ee County under the 
guise of being self supporting. I 
believe a raise in rates should 
be couple with a reduction of 
those expenses now appearing 
out of proportion for a facility of 
this nature and bring it closer to 
a break-even This break-even 
should include the $82,000 rent 
left out of the revised budget of 
expense presented in your pa 
per Oct. 23, an example of fiscal 
chicanery on the part of the ad­ 
m inistration and committee 
that should not be accepted by 
the public. Even if operating on 
a break-even of income and ex­ 
pense. the operation is substan­ 
tially subsidized by virtue of not 
paying taxes or providing de 
preciation and by items of ex­ 
pense carried in other county 
accounts. 


Third, whatever the degree of 
success or failure of the forego­ 
ing my answer to question three 
would have to be I believe the 
assessment of cost for those 
needing public aid is beyond the 
township level and must be 
spread over a larger segment of 
the population. 
Finally, on reading of per 
diem amounts, 1 would have no 
objection to such reading, but 
would question how much effect 
it would have or even if it would 
produce a desireable effect. At 
the present time I believe we 
can all see the matter needs at­ 
tention to correct the abuses 
Overall the county has a large 
and generally good representa 
tion for a cost hardly exceeding 
the cost of one qualified admin 
istrator 
The people on the 
board making up the commit­ 
tees are for the most part sin­ 
cere and hard working repre­ 
sentatives trying to do a good 
job

(A P) — A 
lot of 24th Congressional dis­ 
trict voters would just as soon 
not have to chose either Val 
Oshel or Paul Simon for the 
U.S. House. And both men fear 
they won’t. 
Numbed by political scandal, 
the voters show signs of apa­ 
thy. Besides, they were per­ 
fectly happy with the man they 
had on the Hill, Rep. Kenneth 
Gray. 


About the only thing that 
seemed to excite 
the 
con­ 
stituency was Gray’s decision 
not to seek re-election because 
of his health after 20 years in 
the House A West Frankfort 
Democrat, Gray earned the so­ 
briquet “ King of the Pork Bar- 
relers” by using his rank on 
the House Public Works Com­ 
mittee to provide about $3 bil­ 
lion in federal projects for the 
22 econom ically depressed 


Southern Illinois counties he 
represents. Gray called that 
“ bringing home the bacon.” 
With the loss of his seniority, 
the district’s future isn’t nearly 
as exciting. 
Simon, a Carbondale Demo­ 
crat and former lieutenant gov­ 
ernor, illustrated the apathy 
problem last week campaigning 
in Centralia. Striding through 
the business district shaking 
hands he spotted the local Osh­ 


el headquarters, bolted in and 
introduced himself to two start­ 
led campaign workers, saying: 
“ Even though I don’t happen to 
agree with you I ’m happy to 
see you’re participating." 
Oshel, a Harrisburg Republi­ 
can and former state civil de­ 
fense director, and Simon both 
are wary of a small turnout 
though it seems Oshel may 
have the most to fear. 
In the spring primary Simon 


turned out more than 14,000 
more Democrats by himself 
than the three Republican con­ 
tenders combined. His vote to­ 
tal was more than twice as 
large as Oshel’s and Oshel had 
a turnout even smaller than the 
losing Democrat. Nearly 70,000 
Democrats cast ballots, com­ 
pared with fewer than 33,000 
Republicans in what is sup­ 
posed to be a Republican dis­ 
trict despite Gray. 


“ But primaries aren’t any in­ 
dication,” Simon says. Nearly 
everyone but Oshel and his sup­ 
porters 
but not even all of 
them 
concede Simon looks 
like the leader. And Simon says 
his polls confirm it. “ But I 
think the reality is that you 
can’t believe polls. You’ve got 
to get out and work hard.” He 
is. He’s visited every town in 
the district that’s on the map 
and some that aren’t. 


Three reasons why Simon is 
working hard: he didn’t be­ 
come a resident of the 24th un­ 
til G ray’s retirement announce­ 
ment, overconfidence cost him 
the 1972 Democratic gubernato­ 
rial nomination and Oshel is 
the only man ever to come 
close to beating Gray. 
Oshel has scored Simon for 
carpetbagging 
and 
for 
his 
stands on some issues that 
smack of too much liberalism 


for the conservative majority. 
Simon calls that negative 
campaigning, points out his for­ 
mer home was just outside the 
district boundary and com­ 
plains Oshel won’t talk issues— 
—economics, ethics, agriculture 
and 10 more Simon covered in 
a series of position papers. Osh­ 
el says, “ I ’ve been talking 
about the positive issues that 
pertain to Southern Illinois long 
before Paul Simon moved down 


here.” 
Oshel can’t help but recall 
that the experts blamed his loss 
to Gray in 1970 on over empha­ 
sis of issues, specifically the 
national economy. 
Still, Oshel lost by only 16,000 
votes of the total 190,000 cast. 
Gray ran unopposed in 1972 
because of his popularity. No 
Republican wanted to take him 
on even though the district has 
voted for only one Democratic 


presidential nominee since Tru­ 
man. 
One voter admonished Simon 
as he campaigned one August 
day in Thompsonville, “ All we 
want from you. Paul, is another 
Kenny Gray . . . he always kept 
his word.” 
Both Oshel and Simon solem­ 
nly pledge to continue Gray’s 
record of attention to district 
needs. 
Perhaps an indication of the 


security ot Simon’s lead is that 
Gray has rarely appeared with 
him. 
Local 
economics 
are 
the 
overriding 
campaign 
issue. 
Both men describe themselves 
as fiscal conservatives anxious 
to obtain federal dollars for dis­ 
trict development, especially 
for construction of a proposed 
coal gasification plant to ex­ 
ploit the vast but dirty South­ 
ern Illinois reserves. Aside for 


carpetbagging, Oshel tried 
to expose Simon on gun control 
and abortion but the Democrat 
finessed both issues. 
And he countered with what 
seems to be the most novel no­ 
tion to emerge from the cam­ 
paign : an experimental pro­ 
gram of federally guaranteed 
jobs in two impoverished coun­ 
ties. Simon says the emphasis 
would be on private industry 
with public works to fall back 
on. 


I personally favor the hiring 
of a full-time administrative 
assistant for the Board Chair­ 
man. 
This assistant would be a full­ 
time person who, with board 
approval, would work closely 
with all department heads to 
help in any way he could to ex­ 
pedite all matters pertaining to 
their respective offices. 
I believe the board should 
consider the establishment of a 
joint purchasing policy that 
could possibly save the taxpay­ 
ers a considerable amount of 
money over a period of years. 
Our county now operates un­ 
der the “ committee system.” I 
would have to say “ no” to the 
chairman being given authority 
over committees. 
As far as I know the Board 
Chairman has always had the 
authority to attend ail meetings 
relevant to public relations be­ 
tween all governmental bodies. 
He needs no authority to dis­ 
cuss any problem with any tax­ 
payer of Lee County. I hope he 
communicates with all county 
employes on any and all mat­ 
ters they wish to discuss with 
him. 
I believe expediting contracts 
and elected and appointed offi­ 
cials’ problems would fall un­ 
der the jurisdiction of the full­ 
time administrative assistant’s 
office. Of course, this would 
have to be approved and imple­ 
mented by the full board. I 
would like to thank Mr. Fraza 
for his thought-provoking ques­ 
tions. I believe he has made 
some valid suggestions to help 
improve the function of County 
Governm ent. 
I 
think they 
should be discussed and ex­ 
plored further. 
Having never been a member 
of the nursing home committee 
I must admit, 1 rely heavily 
upon that committee’s recom­ 
mendations 
If they convince 
me that the budget has been 
pared down to the bone, without 
sacrificing any necessities of 
the residents, I would favor a 
slight raise in the daily care 
rate 
As 
Mr, 
Dumphy 
has 
stated, it all boils down to our 
admissions policy. If we con­ 
tinue to accept all residents on 
a first-come first-served basis, 
regardless of their ability to 
pay, we will probably run a 
deficit at the nursing home 
From a personal point of view 1 
would be willing to accept a 
small levy if we could continue 
with the very humanitarian 
type of admissions policy we 
now have, 
I would like all per diem pay 
for each board member be read 
at each regular board meeting 
I would also like the date and 
length of time it took to conduct 
the meeting. 
1 believe this would give the 
taxpayers of Lee County a 
much better understanding of 
how the committee form of gov­ 
ernment works When 1 ran for 
the County Board a little over 
two years ago I was in favor of 
the Home Rule type of County 
Government. I still favor a 
much smaller sized board 1 am 
not sure Home Rule is the an­ 
swer but as soon as possible 1 
hope the people of Lee County 
will reduce the size of the 
board

BLOOMINGTON— The 
scrambling 
for 
berths in each of the five classes of the first- 
ever Illinois High School Association (IH SA) 
Football Playoff Series reaches a climax this 
final weekend of the regular season with a total 
of 138 teams still having a chance to qualify as a 
conference champion or an “ At Large” en­ 
trant. 
The winners of each of the 65 football con­ 
ferences advance to Prelim inary (First-round) 
games in each of the five 16-team brackets 
Wednesday, Nov. 6. Thirteen conferences are 
assigned to each class. In addition, three “ At 
Large” teams will be selected from the ranks 
of independents, conference co-champions not 
selected to represent their conference, and con­ 
ference runners-up in each class to fill the 
berths. Prelim inary (First-Round) games will 
be played at 2 p.m. Nov. 6 unless the two com­ 
peting teams agree to a 7 p.m. kickoff. Winners 
advance to the Quarterfinals Saturday, Nov. 9 
at 1:30 p.m. The semifinal games will be played 
Saturday, Nov. 16 at 1:30 p.m. In each of the 
first three rounds, one of the two competing 
schools will serve as host site for the game. 
Championship games in each of the five 
classes will be played the weekend of Nov. 22-23 
on the artificial turf of Hancock Stadium on the 
campus of Illinois State University, Normal. 
The time schedule will be: Friday, Nov. 22— 
9:30 a m. Class 1A, noon Class 2A, 2:30 p.m. 
Class 3A. Saturday, Nov. 23— 11 a.m. Class 4A, 
and 1:30p.m. Class 5A. 
All five championship games are scheduled 
to be televised in the Chicago land Area by 
WGN-TV, Chicago (Channel 9). In addition, ca­ 
ble television systems throughout the state with 
a WGN-TV outlet will be able to pick up the tel­ 
ecast. 
Pairings for each of the classes will be 
drawn this weekend A total of 33 schools are 
still in the running for Class 1A conference 
championships or the “ At Large” berths. In 
Class 2A there are 22 schools, 30 in Class 3A, 25 
in Class 4A and 28 in Class 5A. 
Several dramatic season finale showdowns 
are on tap this weekend. In Class 5A, perennial 
power Evanston travels to Oak Park-River 
Forest Saturday afternoon with the Suburban 


League title on the line. In the Des Plaines Val­ 
ley, unbeaten Franklin Park (East Leyden) 
meets Villa Park (Willowbrook) with the win­ 
ner moving into a position of being the confer­ 
ence selection. Elmhurst (York), which side­ 
lined Hinsdale (Central) last weekend, could 
claim the West Suburban crown Saturday with 
a win over once-beaten Glen Ellyn (Glenbard 
West). 
Powerhouses Peoria (H.S.) unbeated in 
eight starts, and traditional rival Peoria (Man­ 
ual) square off at 2 p.m. Saturday in the fight 
for the Mid State Nine championship, high­ 
lighting Class 4A action. Meanwhile, independ­ 
ent Granite City (North), at 7-1, must beat Big 
12 champion Mattoon at Mattoon Friday night 
to have a chance to be considered for an “ At 
Large” berth, while the winner of the battle of 
Big 9 foes Belvidere and Rockford (Boyland 
Catholic) Friday night may gain an “ At Large” 
berth. 
In Class 3A, Friday night’s contest between 
unbeaten Morton and once-beaten Washington 
should decide the Heart of Illinois title, while in 
the Northeast league playoff game, Lisle and 
Dwight will square off to determine that repre­ 
sentative. Unbeaten West Chicago (8-0) battles 
once-beaten Plainfield in a fight for the Little 
Seven crown Friday night. Unbeaten Rockton 
(Hononegah) must get past once-beaten M ar­ 
engo Friday night for the Shark title. 
Sherrard, unbeaten in eight games, plays 
Taylor Ridge (Rockridge) for the Corn Belt ti­ 
tle in Class 2A Friday night. In the Sangamon 
Valley, unbeaten LeRoy, which has allowed on­ 
ly eight points in eight games, must beat Ma- 
homet-Seymour to claim the title.

Hunter wins AL Cy Young

Being selected as the top pitch­ 
er in the American League by 
winning the Cy Young Award 
hasn’t eliminated Catfish Hunt­ 
er’s troubles with his boss, 
Oakland A ’s owner Charles O. 
Finley. 


Hunter insisted in a telephone 
interview from his home in 
Hertford, N.C., after his Cy 
Young Award selection that 
Finley “ still owes me $50,000 on 
this year’s contract.” 
Asked about this and the pos­ 
sibility he might claim free 
agent status, Hunter said that 
and the salary matter would be 
discussed at a meeting between 
his attorneys, Marvin Miller of 
the Players Association and 
Bowie Kuhn, commissioner of 
baseball. 
“ They’re going to decide 
what’s going to happen on 
that,“ Hunter said. 
When Finley was asked about 
the dispute, he declined com­ 
ment. “ Why ruin a great dav 


for Hunter,” he said. Finley 
said he was “ very proud and 
happy” for Hunter whom he de­ 
scribed as “ one of the finest 
gentlemen in the game.” 
The 28-year-old North Caro­ 
linian appeared mildly sur­ 
prised at his winning the Cy 
Young Award over Ferguson 
Jenkins of the Texas Rangers, 
who received 75 points from a 
24-member panel of the Base­ 
ball 
Writers 
Association 
of 
America to 90 for Hunter 


Hunter said he learned of his 
selection Wednesday afternoon 
when his wife told him after he 
returned from a fruitless deer 
hunt. 
“ I thought Ferguson Jenkins 
might get it instead of me,” 
Hunter said. He pointed out 
that both of them had 25 vic­ 
tories last season and that Oak­ 
land had won the World Series. 
“ His team was not as good; 
so he had to pitch a little bet­ 
ter, maybe,” Hunter said. 
Hunter agreed that the Cy 
Young Award was the greatest 
honor to come to him during 


his 10-year career in the ma­ 
jors. 
“ I 
think 
when a 
pitcher 
comes into baseball the first 
thing he wants to do is win 20 
games, the second is to win a 
World Series and the third is to 
win the Cy Young award,” he 
said. 
Hunter was the only pitcher 
named on each of the 24 bal­ 
lots, and he received 12 first- 
place votes to 10 for Jenkins. 
The California Angels’ Nolan 
Ryan came in third with 28 
points and one first-place vote. 
Cleveland’s Gaylord Perry got 
the other first place vote and 
tied with Luis Tiant of Boston 
with eight points. Baltimore’s 
Mike Cuellar had six and re­ 
liever John Hiller of the Detroit 
Tigers had one. 
Last year’s AL Cy Young 
winner was Jim Palm er of Bal­ 
timore, who did not receive a 
single vote this time. Hunter, 
who was signed by Finley in 
1964, had his best major league 
season with a 25-12 record this 
year. It was his fourth con­ 
secutive 20-victory season.
